MANIFESTO OF HIS MAJESTY THE EMPEROR. 

By the grace of God, we, Alexander II., Empert 
and Autocrat of all the Russias, King of Poland. 
Grand Duke of Finland, etc., to all our faitbfnl sub¬ 
jects make known: 

Called by Divine Providence and by the sacred 
right of inheritance to the throne of our ancestors, we 
took a vow in our innermost heart so to respond to 
the mission which is intrusted to us as to surround 
with our affection and our Imperial solicitude all our 
faithful subjects of every rank and of every condition, 
from the warrior who nobly bears arms for the 
defence of the country to the bumble artisan devoted 
to the works of industry ; from the official in the 
career of the high offices of the State to the laborer 
whose plough fttrrows the soil. 

In considering the various classes and conditions 
of which the State is composed, we came to the con¬ 
viction that the legislation of tbc Empire, having 
wisely provided for the organization of the upper and 
middle classes, and having defined with precision 
their obligations, tbeir rights and their privileges, has | 
not attained the same degree of efficiency as regards 
the peasants attached to the soil (kreposlnye), thus 
designated because, either from ancient laws or from 
custom, they have been hereditarily subjected to the 
authority of the proprietors, on whom it was incum¬ 
bent at the same time to provide for their welfare. The 
rights of the proprietors have been hitherto very 
extended and very imperfectly defined by the law. 
which has been supplied by tradition,custom, and the 
rood pleasure of the proprietors.

SLAVERY IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The stain upon our national character in annually 
hecomiag more dark, and it* impolitic cruel and 
unmoral nature ia constantly developing itself in the 
detestable course pursued by its advocate* and 
friends. South Carolina stands preeminent among 
her sister States in an odious policy, in referet 
the sable and unfortunate sons of Africa. I. 
Constitution, Art. 1st, Sec. fith, she requires, among 
other qualifications, ns indispensable, that each of 
her repreaentatives be the owner of, at least, “ ten 
negroes "I No matter how devoted to the liberties 
of nis country lie may be ; no matter how moral be 
may be ; no matter liow wealthy he may be ; no mat¬ 
ter how enlightened ami enlarged hi« political views 
may bo; be can have no place in her legislative 
counsels, unless he shall hold in slavery ten human 
beings, ten immortal spirits, as free by the laws of 
Heaven as himself! 

In the spirit of this constitutional provision an act 
was passed by the. legislature of that State, last win¬ 
ter, making it" the duty of the Executive to seize every 

fsiwer, or other State : and to imprison, and soli into 

absolute slavery such person, without trial, without 
appeal, and without hop of release ; the free men of 
color in the marine service of our own national vessels 
not excepted. Thus at once dissolving the Federal 
compact which binds our States in union, declaring 
and making war.upon these States, and upon e' 
other nation, in whose maritime transaction* \ 
that State free prsons of color are employed. This 
law has already produced serious inconveniences in 
several instances. It has called forth remonstrances 
with the general Government, from the ministers of 
foreign States, as a wanton infraction of existing 
treaties ; and, in August last, being brought before 
Judge Johnson of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, elicited a spirited ami enlightened opinion, 
demonstrating it* unconstitutionality, its injustice, and 
withal its folly. To prevent the intercourse of enlight- 
d negroes "with their slaves, let not such negroes be 
u„.iished, but sell them, retain them, and associate 
them with the South Carolina slaves !

A FUGITIVE SLA VE TELLS HIS STORY. 

ANDERSON MARES A 8TEECI1 AT MONTREAL. 

A ndkrson, the fugitive slave, whose case has excited 
so much interest, recently made a speech at a public 
meeting in Montreal. One of the papers dencnlie* 
him as follows: ’’ He is a middle-sized, cheerful look¬ 
ing man, wears a whisker, and from his dark olive 
complexion it is evident there is a considerable share 
of white blood in hi* views." Apparently much 
amused at the task of sjiecch-miiking, he !« gan by 
saving he felt somewhat confused at being called f 
for the first time to address an audience. 

Rev. Dr. Wilkes requested Anderson to answer 
few questions relative to his history, for the informa¬ 
tion of the audience, and for the purpose of eliciting 
anything he might have forgotten in his narrative. 
Anderson consented. 

To Dr. Wilkes—I served the slave-master who sold 
my mother for fifteen years after that event. My 
master's wife was a Kentuckian, and a gentle, kind 
woman, and after her death 1 was worse treated. 
She influenced her husband favorably (applause). 1 
er had a chance to learn to read in my boyhood. 

I attended tbc Methodist church, but worshi|.ped in a 
dillerent biuMrng my «»»■ ‘ W* 
tell why my master began to treat me tl!. Be blnmed 
me for “ taking " thingH, and I got stubborn. I was 
married when twenty-four years of age. but it did 
not last long (laughter). My master would get his 
ropes to tie me when 1 wanted to see my wife ; then 
I would resist, when he would go for his gun to shoot 
me. IVas sold for $1,000 to a man who treated me 
very well, but wanted me to take another wife. I at 
last made up my mind to leave slavery and go 
Canada. I

THE OLD LIBERTY GUARD—A VIGILANCE 
COMMITTEE. 

From The Chicago Poet, April 7. 

Pursuant to call, a considerable number of “ live 
men,” Simon-pure Abolitionist*, met last evening in 
the office of F. C. P. Freer, Esq., 51 Clark street, to 
consider what is best for them to do in view of the 
course of the new United States Marshal of this Dis¬ 
trict in arresting fugitive Blaves. 

Mr. Freer stated his object in calling the friends 
together. They were all aware of the barbarous act 
of the United States .Marshal in arresting a family of 
colored persons in this city on the 3d insL He had 
thought it best to call the Old Guard together to con¬ 
sider what should be done. There were a great many 
fugitives in the city, and it was evident they 
_not safe here. He thought a Vigilance Commit¬ 
tee should be appointed and means taken to raise 
money to protect the fugitives or send them to a place 
of safety. About two hundred dollars had already 
' spent in sending fugitives from Chicago to 
la since the arrest, which money bad been sub¬ 
scribed by about a dozen persons. It was only day 
before yesterday that a slave woman with her five 
children had arrived here, poorly clad, and weary 
with the long journey from Missouri. She had 
scarcely got here when the fingers of the Marshal 
were after her, and she crept for concealment under 
a stable, where she and her children remained for 
thirty-six hours iu the cold and damp, subsisting upon 
food furnished te them by stealth. During a portion 
of the time, tbe Marshal’s imps were pacing back and 
forth within her sight Such cases were of almost 
aily occurrence. Tbe slaves arrived with little 
lothing aud no money. They must be protected 
ere, or provided with the means of going on to a 
laud of freedom. This was one part of hi* object in 
calling the meeting. , , 

Another part was to consider whether it was not 
me to organize as a distinct political party, coming 
it from among the Republican party, which had 
strayed the pnnciples it professed toward* the Old 
liberty Guard, lie would like to hear what the 
friends might have to suggest upon thesubject.
